advertiſe us with all poffible ſpeed of all occur- 
rences which may concerne the peace and ſafety of 
the Kirgdome, and now to ſhew fully that faith 
and Loyalty which they have alwayes ſhewen for 
the publike ſervice of thc Crowne and Kingdome, 
which we will valueto his Majeſty accordingly, 
anda fſpecizll memory thereof,will be retained for 
their advantage in duetime, andwee require that 

reat care be taken that no Levies of men be made 
Dor forraigneService,or any man ſuffered tomarch - 
npon any ſuch ;pretences.
